New Albany, the county seat of Floyd 
County, “а City Surrounded by Beauty," 
was founded in 1813 by the Scribner fam- 
ily. It lies partly in the George Rogers 
Clark original grant and is known as one 
of the oldest cities in the State. In 1839, 
men with vision and foresight recognized 
it as the future heart of a great industrial 
and agricultural area and incorporated it.

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Indiana was still rugged "frontier country" back in 

1 84 7 early 1847—a land of promise and romance. Travel 
and transport were confined to the beautiful but 
slow-moving rivers, or to torturous wagon roads 
and trails. 


The largest settlement in Indiana was New Albany, on the banks of the 
Ohio River, and the natural gateway to the rich and beautiful land of 
Southern Indiana. 

The city prospered through bringing in goods via the river and forward- 
ing it overland to Salem and to other growing communities "inland." But 
far-sighted leaders knew that mud roads and wilderness trails and the slow- 
moving river could not suffice for long. Thousands upon thousands of new 
settlers were still surging over the eastern mountains into the beckoning 
lands of the West. New, swifter means of carrying them and their goods 
спа produce must be had. 

A railroad was the answer, some said, and among those who believed 
this most earnestly was James Brooks of New Albany. Eloquently and per- 
sistently he pleaded that improved roads and deepened waterways and 
canals would not meet the needs of the people who were teeming into the 
valleys of the Wabash and the White Rivers — could not continue 
adequately to serve the mushrooming Hoosier State. 

1 бо, in July of 1847, James Brooks, together with other business leaders 


organized the New Albany and Salem Railroad Company, and started to 
build the railroad northward from the Ohio. 

The work was slow. The capital required for this ambitious undertaking 
wos difficult to raise in the frontier country. So with their own husky 
Hoosier hands they literally built the first thrillina miles of the New Alban:

1 947 road track, and a puffing, chugging, little engine 
with a few cars rattling behind it. 


The New Albany and Salem railroad is now the Monon—the Monon that 
is celebrating its first Centennial—the “ле те“ of Indiana. 

Today, sleek new Diesel-powered locomotives speed freight over the 
Monon to make over-night deliveries between all points on its lines. Other 
Diesel-powered locomotives pull passenger cars at new high speeds and 
with on-time punctuality. 

As the plans of the present management mature, the finest of modern, 
streamlined freight and passenger equipment will operate over a completely 
renovated and modernized roadbed and right of way. 

All track-side evidences of unsightly old-time railroading will have 
disappeared. Freight will roll smoothly, swiftly and safely over rails as 
cushiony as ribbons of velvet. Passengers will revel in the comforts and 
conveniences of a modern club. And ere this Centennial year becomes 
history — the Monon, living up to its meaning, “swift-running,” will be 
the first completely Diesel-powered modern railroad of its size in America. 

All because back there in 1847 a man named James Brooks, who lived in 
New Albany, had a vision and the courage to start it toward reality.

But far sighted leaders of the section 
knew that mud roads and wilderness 
irails and the burden bearing river would 
never suffice to carry the traffic which the 
rapidly expanding territory would re- 
quire. Thousands upon thousands oí new 
settlers were still surging over the eastern 
mountains into the beckoning lands of 
the west, and new, swifter means of 
carrying them ond their goods and pro- 
duce were required. 


Moreover, the business leaders of. New 
Albany and vicinity cast their eyes north- 


ward toward that other great avenue of 
commerce-—the Great Lakes—and they 


dreamed of uniting the Lakes with the 
River so that commerce might be speeded 
from the east and the south to the west 
and the northwest. 


A railroad was the answer, some said, 
and among those who believed this most 
earnestly was James Brooks of New 
Albcny. Eloquently and persistently he 
pleaded that improved roads and deep- 
end waterways and conals would never 
meet the needs of the people who were 
filling up the land-—would never serve 
adequately the mushrooming Hoosier 
State. 


So, in 1847, James Brooks together with 
other business leaders of southern Indi- 


ana organized the New Albany and 
Salem Railroad Company, and started to 
build the railroad northward from the 
Ohio. 


The work was slow. The capital re- 
quired for this ambitious undertaking was 
difficult to raise. Men with a "know how" 
for railroad planning and construction 
were few. The hilly country of southern 
Indiana was difficult to negotiate. But by 
1850, the first twenty miles of the line had 
been completed and contracts let for an 
extension to Gosport, 113 miles from the 
Ohio. New Albany was beginning to real- 
ize the benefits from its daring venture. 


The railroad was completed to Orleans 
by January 1, 1852, and by the fall of 1853 
trains were running from New Albany to 
Bloomington. 


_ From Lafayette south to Crawfordsville, 
another railroad, the Crawfordsville and 
Wabash, was being built by enterprising 
citizens of the central part of the State. 
The New Albany and Salem eventually 
purchased this line and completed a con- 
necting link between Bloomington and 
Crawfordsville, thus pushing an iron 
linger all the way northward from the 
Ohio to the Wabash Canal at Lafayette. 

The northern section of the New Albany 
and Salem was completed between La- 
fayette ond Michigan City on October 3, 
1853, and the complete line from New 
Albany to Michigan City was opened to 
traffic in July of 1854. The first through 
train ron over the lone on the 3d of July, 
leaving Michigan City at 5 o'clock in Ше 
morning and arriving at New Albany a 
little after 9 that night. 


At New Albany, it was a memorable 
Fourth of July. In the morning there wcs 
a great military parade from the Market 
House to the Cemetery Grove where there 
wos a banquet laid for 1300 persons. 
Bands played, cannon boomed in cele- 
bration of the event, and oratory was the 
order of the day.

Youth Day 


Realizing that the achievements and 
traditions of the past are worthless by 
themselves and that their only lasting 
value is in the use to which they are put 
for future development, the Centennial 
Committee set aside the entire day of 
Tuesday, July 29, as Youth Day.

Centennial Tours 


For the benefit of the visitors to New 
Albany during the New Albany Monon 
Centennial, The Tours Committee has 
planned three entertaining tours and has 
gathered maps and other information for 
the use of persons who do not wish to 
participate in the planned tours but who 
are interested in visiting various points 
of interest in and around the city. On the 
following page is a map indicating the 
various points of interest within the cor- 
porate limits of New Albany. These places 
are included in the City Tour: 


SILVERCREST SANITORIUM . . . Built 
by the state and PWA at a cost of a mil- 
lion dollars and opened in August 1940; 
it provides treatment for citizens of In- 
diona suffering from tuberculosis. With 
152 single rooms and a staff of 85, it 
accomplishes the arrest of 100 cases an- 
nually. 


THE SCRIBNER HOUSE . . . Built in 1814 


by Joel Scribner, one of three brothers’ 


from New York who platted New Albany 
and named it for their native city. The 
original furnishings are still in the house 
which is now owned by the Paineshaw 
Chaoter of the Р.А В. 


NEW ALBANY INDUSTRIES . . . In addi- 
tion to veneer and plywood, the main 
industry, New Albany factories produce 
stoves, stokers, boilers, suits, overcoats, 
shirts, fertilizer, leather products, boxes, 
objects of art and furniture. In the post, 
New Albony was famous for its excellent 
shipbuilding industries and here, in 1866, 
the famous Robert E. Lee was built. 

Most factories will hold open house on 
Monday morning, July 28, and arrange- 
ments can be mode for tours by calling 
Tour Headquarters, phone 1060. 


THE CORYDON DRIVE 


This drive, about 20 miles along the 
beautiful Ohio to Mauckport, 


is one of 


the most scenic in southern Indiana. At 
Mauckport, when the river is low, one 
may see the boat used by the Confed- 
erate General John Morgon to cross the 
Ohio in his historic raid on southern 
Indiana in the civil war. In Córydon, the 
first state capitol when Indiana became 
a state in 1816, the old Capitol building 
has been beautifully reconstructed. Here 
too is the old Constitutional Elm, under 
which on a hot June day was written 
the constitution of the state. Our route 
then follows Road 64 to New Albany by 
5:00 p.m. 


This tour will leave from Tour Head- 
quarters, Red Cross Building, at 2:00 p.m. 
Sunday and will be guided by some of 
the Centennial officers.

Beginning at Bank and Main Sts., and 
driving west over Main St., Road 62, to 
Edwardsville: While driving up the Knobs, 
you will notice a railroad to the left, 
which enters a tunnel at the head of the 
ravine. This is the longest tunnel in 
‘|Indiana. To Ше right, you wil find that 
the road has been blasted from the hill- 
side, and this shows a formation of sand- 
stone and marine limestone. 


At Edwardsville, looking south, the 
view is of the Ohio River Knobs. At this 
point, during the spring and fall, there 
is a view of Nature in all her glory. In 
early spring, the dogwood and redbud is 
in bloom, and in the fall the trees and 
shrubs show an array of color that only 
Nature can create. 


Following beyond Edwardsville to the 
right, over the Quarry Road, and follow- 
ing the markers to State Road 150 at 
Floyd Knobs: Along this roadway are 
many scenic spots of the Knobs. Then at 
Floyd Knobs, following the markers, you 
will pass by the berry sheds. where the 
famous Floyd County strawberries are 
marketed. 

Over Ше Spickert Knobs Road to the 
top of the hill, at which point there is a 
view of the three Falls Cities. Then fol- 
lowing the markers, the road takes you 
along the rim of the Knobs, where the 
scenic views will convince you that New 
Albany is truly a city surrounded by 
heauty Following the markers down the 
Knobs to State Road 11!, then over State 
Road 111 to the city of New Albany.

One Hundred Years Ago 


A century ago began our era of in- 


dustrial development and of frontier- 
smashing. The mammoth National Fair, 
condemned by Polk as a scheme of the 
British and the manufacturers to defeat 
his tariff plems, had just ended, displaying 
to an amazed world a manufacturing 
propensity which almost defied belief. 
The cylinder printing press had just come 
into use, allowing newspapers to be pro- 
duced eight times as rapidly as formerly. 
(This type of press had been in use for 
two years when an English technologist 
announced to the world that diligent 
research had revealed that such a press 
wes impossible.) 


Trails were being beaten into the West 
by many difficult routes. It was at this 
time that Henry Thoreau, observing the 
trend of his fellows, wrote, ‘Eastward I 
travel only by force, Westward I travel 
free." 


State and Elm Streets 


We were, ostensibly, in an era of 
peace. The War of 1812 was long past, 
and the strife between the States was yet 
to come. However, there were skirmishes 
around the Rio Grande and in the area 
that is now California. This was all a 
part of the effort to sort out the parts of a 
crazy jig-saw puzzle to determine what 
might belong to Britain, what might be 
Mexico, what might be Texas, and what 
might beceme a part of the United States. 


Political chicanery, nepotism, greed 
were rampant, yet weaving a steady way 
forward through the mesh of ugliness and 
selfishiness, man developed the land, 
built railroads, established factories, 
opened mines, erected institutions of 
learning and made for us the Nation we 
have today..

It links the Ohio with 
the Grand Calumet and lays a friendly 
hand on factories, fields, and quarries 
through an important chain of counties.
